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of the school, which has around 100 pupils, has been 
called into question. 

Five years ago, the then Labour-controlled Vale 
Council proposed the possible closure of three small 
primary schools - Llanfair, Oak Field in Barry and 
Llancarfan. 

That proposal led to the formation of fierce 
opposition groups and in the end the plan was 
dropped. All three schools stayed open. 

Five years ago, the possibility of a new school in 
Rhoose was not mentioned but now, with a 
Conservative-controlled Vale Council in place, the 
new plan for Llancarfan is currently in a period of 
consultation. 

The GEM understands that Llancarfan parents are 
forming an official group, and the matter was 
discussed at a community council meeting on 
Tuesday evening (March 27). 

A spokeswoman told The GEM that they would 
be arguing that the new Rhoose school was needed 
for children in Rhoose, because of the number of 
new houses being built there. 

She added that Llancarfan residents felt that it 
would change the character of the village, and that it 
was unreasonable to expect children as young as 
four or five to be transported three miles to school.

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‘Could castle fall on my house?’ ASKS HOMEOWNER 


A MAN who lives in 
the village of 
Llanmaes is 

worried that the 
ruins of a castle 
might fall on his 
house. 

The walls of Malefant 
Castle tower over Quarry 
House, owned by Rob 
Stockdale. With the base 
starting to crumble, he 
fears the whole wall 
might come tumbling 
down. 

The ruins are the 
remains of a medieval 
fortified manor house - 
or castle - once owned 
by the De Malefant 
family. They stand on 
the boundary of Quarry 
House which is just a 
few yards away. 


Rob, whose house is 
currently up for sale, told 
The GEM: “I understand 
it is the far end of the 
castle. It belongs to the 
farmer whose land 
borders mine. 

“Two years ago stones 
started falling and it was 
starting to collapse. The 
base was falling away. 

“It could come down 
at any time. It’s just a 
few feet from my 
conservatory. 

“The ivy is digging 
into the walls which is 
helping to break it up.” 

The Vale Council has 
told Rob that the work 
should be done - and 
now, to complicate 
matters, Cadw, the Welsh 
Government’s historic 
environment service, has 
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said it wants to preserve 
the ruin which it deems a 
site of national 
importance. 

Rob finds this ironic 
because to his 
knowledge no-one ever 
visits it. 

Cadw gave it 

scheduled status under 
section 1 of the ‘Ancient 
Monuments and 

Archaeological Areas 
Act 1979’ in May last 
year. 

A ‘scheduled 

monument’ is a 

nationally important 
archaeological site given 
protection against 
unauthorised change. 

More than a year ago 
on January 30, 2017, a 
Vale planning officer 
informed Rob that one of 
his colleagues would 
contact the landowner to 
underline the importance 
of ensuring the safety of 
the castle wall. 

Rob’s discussions 
with the landowner Mr 
David Thomas have 
been amicable but 
progress on making the 
structure safe has stalled. 

Rob said: “I just want 
it made safe for anyone 
who enters my 
property.” 

Mr Thomas told The 
GEM that he had looked 
into the costs involved 


and they were quite high. 

“I did have a quote 
which was about 
£40,000 to do the job. 

“We do intend to do 
something. It is going to 
be made safe.” 

Mr Thomas said that 
he and his sons might do 
the work which involves 
removing some rubble 
on his side and erecting 
scaffolding. He might 
need access to Rob’s side 
too. 

He explained that it 
may be a case of dealing 
with a few strategic 
stones but that guidance 
from Cadw was required 
as to what was 
permissible. 

The GEM asked 
Cadw whether it could 
help Mr Thomas with the 
costs of making the wall 
safe. 

A Cadw spokesman 
explained: “The remains 
of the medieval manorial 
residence at Malefant 
Castle, Llanmaes, were 
scheduled as a nationally 
important monument on 
May 17,2017. 

“The condition of the 
structure is the 
responsibility of the 
owner and last year 
Cadw grant-aided a 
structural survey 

commissioned by the 
owner which identified 


remedial works at a cost 
of £40,000. 

“We subsequently 
wrote to the owner 
inviting him to submit a 
grant application to help 
offset the cost of the 
remedial work but no 
application was 

received. 

“Such grants can 
usually cover up to 50 
per cent of the cost of 
remedial works. Cadw 
is more than happy to 
continue to provide 
advice to the owner as 
necessary.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said the local 
authority was hopeful 
the issued would be 
resolved. 

“Given that the 

remains of the castle had 
previously been listed on 
the Vale’s County 
‘treasures list’ the 
council’s planning and 
building control team 
contacted Cadw as soon 
as they were aware of 
concerns about its 

stability. 

“Eollowing a joint 
inspection of the 

structure it was 
‘scheduled’ by Cadw in 
May 2017. As a result 
consent and approval for 
any work can now only 
be given by Cadw. 

“The council 

understands the 

landowner is currently in 
discussions with Cadw 
and our planning team 
are happy to provide any 
advice that will help 
resolve this issue to the 
satisfaction of everyone 
involved.”

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U3A HEARS TRAGIC TALE OF 
14-YEAR-OLD BALLOONIST 


THE History group 
of Cowbridge U3A 
was entertained 
recently by guest 
speaker Rosemary 
Chaloner’s 
illustrated tale of 
Mademoiselle 
Albertina, the 
‘Balloon Girl’, and 
her flight from the 
grounds of the Fine 
Arts, Industrial and 
Maritime Ex¬ 
hibition in Cathays 
Park in 1896. 

Most of the audience 
had never even heard of 
the exhibition, which ran 
for six months and was a 
huge undertaking, so the 
story of the intrepid 
balloonist was 

completely new. 

Louisa Maud Evans 
was bom in Bristol in 
1881 into a working class 
family. At just 16 months 
old, with her father 
serving overseas in the 
Royal Navy Louisa was 
given to a neighbouring 
couple, the Crinks, in an 
informal adoption - it 
seems that her mother 
had formed a relationship 
with another man. 

Louisa left school in 
1895 literate but 
unskilled, and went to 
work in a nearby clothing 
factory. The story might 
have ended here but for 
Mr and Mrs Crinks’ 
requesting that Louisa be 
given a position as 
domestic servant to the 
Hancock siblings, 
William, Charles and 
Sophie, who owned a 
travelling fair and 


menagerie in the West 
Country. 

It was when touring 
through Glamorgan some 
years earlier that the 
trio’s father had died (he 
is buried in Llanblethian) 
and they had assumed 
control of the enterprise. 

So it was that the 
young Louisa joined the 
fair in Taunton just as the 
Hancocks were preparing 
to add aeronautics to the 
show, in the form of the 
debonair Frenchman 
Auguste Gaudron, a 
renowned balloonist. 

The parachuting 
balloonist had become 
the public’s must-see 
event that every 
travelling show had to 
have. A trapeze bar to 
hold on to was attached 
to rigging lines beneath 
the balloon and there was 
a webbing sling for the 
pilot to sit in. The 
parachute was not in a 
pack: it would just hang 
from the balloon. 

Once a suitable height 
(6-7,000 feet) was 
reached, aeronauts would 
release themselves from 
the balloon and (in 
theory) float down safely 
under the parachute. 
Young lady balloonists 
were an added attraction; 
they adopted exotic 
pseudonyms and wore 
flamboyant (if not 
downright revealing) 
costumes. Miss Alma 
Beaumont was 

Gaudron’s female 
aviation partner. 

Louisa was obviously 
smitten with the aerial 
performances at the fair 
and offered to take care 
of the balloon and

parachute at the end of 
each flight; Gaudron 
readily agreed. 

When the 

Frenchman’s contract 
with the Hancocks came 
to an end, he then began 
another, this time with 
the exhibition in Cardiff 
where he was engaged to 
perform for a week. Miss 
Beaumont was no longer 
his co-balloonist. She 
was shortly to marry and 
there may also have been 
disagreements over 
money. 

The executive 

committee of the 
exhibition hoped that the 


performances would 
boost flagging 

attendances and it proved 
the success they wanted; 
numbers were up by 
nearly 60,000 over the 
week. 

Gaudron was asked to 
continue his displays for 
a further week, which he 
agreed to do. The 
committee’s request for a 
female balloonist was, 
however, more 

problematic because of 
the split with Alma 
Beaumont. 

Fate then intervened: 
Louisa had run away 
from the fair when it was 
in Redruth, made her 
way to Cardiff and was 
re-united with Gaudron. 
Such was her enthusiasm 
for adventure, perhaps 
also with a desire for 
fame and celebrity, that 
she offered to be his new 
female balloonist. The 
Frenchman agreed, 
perhaps with misgivings, 
but ‘money talks’. 

So it was on July 21, 
1896 that young Louisa, 
now billed as 
Mademoiselle Albertina, 
dressed in a sailor 
costume and 

knickerbockers and 
wearing a cork life 
jacket, took her first 
balloon flight. 

It is said she ascended 
to 12,000 feet before 
deploying the parachute 
somewhere over Splott. 


That was the last sighting 
of the intrepid Louisa as 
she drifted out of view. 

Four days later 
Louisa’s body was found 
by another young girl, 
Mary Waggett, washed 
up near Nash village in 
the Gwent Levels; 
Mademoiselle Albertina 
had obviously landed in 
the Bristol Channel. 

An inquest held at the 
Waterloo Inn in Nash 
recorded death by 
accidental drowning 
while descending from a 
balloon. There was 
censure for Auguste 
Gaudron for allowing a 
young and inexperienced 
person to make such a 
perilous ascent and 
descent. 

Louisa Evans is buried 
in Cathays cemetery, 
with a headstone paid for 
by public subscription on 
her grave. 20-25,000 
people attended her 
funeral. Whatever her 
motives for wanting to be 
a balloonist, one cannot 
deny that 14-year-old 
Louisa displayed 

remarkable courage in 
attempting such a 
dangerous enterprise 
with so little training. 

As for the Fine Arts, 
Industrial and Maritime 
Exhibition, this was less 
successful after the tragic 
event and by the closure 
date had made a financial 
loss. SPM

A YOUNG Barry 
mother has pleaded 
with people in the 
town not to feed 
gulls after her two- 
year-old son 
experienced a 
frightening attack. 

Helena Edwards’ son 
Maddox was left with a 
scratch inches long 
down his left cheek and 
a cut finger. 

The incident 
happened when mum- 
of-five Helena was out 
shopping in Holton 
Road early in the 
afternoon on March 21. 
Maddox was safely in 
his pushchair. 

She explained: 

“We’d just been to 
Iceland and went down 
to Greggs. 

“I got a sausage roll 
and some donuts and 
gave one to Maddox. 

“All of a sudden 
there were six or seven 
gulls attacking us - and 
getting under the hood 
of the pushchair.” 

Helena tried to fight 
them off and other 
people came to help. 


‘They were going 
for Maddox’s mouth 
because he had food in 
it.”To distract the gulls, 
she threw the food at 
them. 

“It was shocking and 
totally unexpected. I 
was worried they’d 
caught his eyes. They 
caught his cheek with 
their claws - he had a 
massive red line on it. 
He also had a cut 
finger.” 

For a long time after 
the attack Maddox 
wouldn’t talk. 

Helena said she was 
concerned that gulls are 
nesting nearby and 
become aggressive 
because they are used 
to picking up scraps of 
food or being fed. 

“I’d urge people not 
to feed the gulls in 
King Square and 
Holton Road.” 

She phoned the GP 
and A & E who said 
that because her son’s 
injections were up to 
date he should be all 
right. 

Helena also phoned 
the Vale Council and 


was told the birds were 
wild and there was 
little they could do. 

A spokesperson for 
the Vale Council said: 
“Feeding seagulls 
provides an additional 
food source and 
encourages more 
breeding pairs to nest 
in an area. It is then 
that we experience 
more instances of 
seagulls taking food. 

“We would urge 
visitors to King Square 
not to feed the seagulls 
and to make sure that 
they responsibly 
dispose of food 
containers and rubbish 
in the litter bins 
provided.”

A LLANTWIT 
Major councillor 
has slammed Welsh 
Government 
proposals to merge 
councils, saying the 
Vale will lose its 
voice and become a 
suburb of Cardiff. 

A Welsh Government 
‘Green Paper’ has been 
published proposing 10 
possible new council 
areas with the Vale 
merging with Cardiff, 
and Bridgend joining up 
with Rhondda Cynon 
Taff and Merthyr Tydfil. 

Local Government 
Secretary Alun Davies 
says he wants to see 
local government “more 
powerful in the future 
than it is today” and 
encourage a debate 
about its future. 


But Cllr Gwyn John 
told The GEM: “If this 
happens I’m frightened 
for the future. The Vale 
will lose its voice and 
become a suburb of 
Cardiff. People should 
not kid themselves, they 
won’t save a penny.” 

When news broke last 
week that a local 
authority reorganisation 
was back on the agenda, 
the Leader of the Vale 
Council John Thomas 
commented: “The Green 
Paper indicates that the 
Welsh Government 
recognises that current 
funding arrangements 
for local authorities are 
unsustainable. 

“However, forced 
mergers, with huge 
upfront costs and 
massive disruption to 
vital services, are not the 
solution. I would expect 


Co-op is looking 
for new charities 


THE Co-op, which 
has supported 22 
Glamorgan local 
charities in just 18 
months, is widening 
its criteria so even 
more groups can 
benefit from its 
Local Community 
Fund. 

When the scheme was 
launched in September 
2016, the beneficiaries 
were limited to local 
charities, but now not- 
for-profit organisations 
that do not have 
charitable status can 
apply. 

Co-op members, who 
receive a five per cent 
reward for themselves 
with a further one per 
cent going to local causes 
when they buy own- 
brand products, have a 
say in how the money is 
allocated. 

The Co-op, which is 
looking for the causes 
that will benefit from the 
fund in 2019, is currently 


backing a variety of 
organisations, including 
1st Cowbridge Scout 
Group, Barry Round 
Table, and Ty Hapus. 

Across the UK, nearly 
3,000 organisations 
dedicated to supporting 
young people have 
received £5.4m, while 
£4m was shared by social 
inclusion charities, with a 
further £2.9m going to 
health-related causes. 

Rebecca Birkbeck, 
director of community 
engagement at the Co-op, 
said: “We want to 
support organisations 
that bring people 
together to make a 
difference in their local 
community. By widening 
our criteria, we can 
encourage even more 
organisations to apply for 
the fund.”

politicians of all 
persuasions to unite to 
protect the future of the 
council and the Vale of 
Glamorgan itself.” 

Cllr John said: “I 
agreed with everything 
that John Thomas said. 

“If the Vale merges 
with Cardiff we will lose 
about 18 councillors and 
have about 29 left. 

“Cardiff will have 
around 55 councillors - 
almost double the 
number of the Vale. 

“Cardiff’s interests 
will come first with the 
Vale being outvoted for 
everything.” 

Cllr John said Cardiff 
might be in favour of a 
merger because it would 
like to control Cardiff 
Airport. 

He said he found it 
ironic that there was a 
push to reorganise local 
authorities when there 
were calls for an 
increase of 20 to 30 
Welsh Assembly 
Members, which would 
be a big extra cost. 

He said he had 
particular concerns for 
the western Vale and 
how it would be treated 
under a Greater Cardiff 
authority. 

“The rural Vale will 
suffer hugely with more 
housing and fewer 
facilities.” 

Cllr John has served 
on the Vale Council for 
19 years, on Llantwit 
Town Council for 19 
years, and served as a 
Vale Cabinet member for 
seven years. He doesn’t 
believe that decision 
makers in Cardiff 
understand local 
government because 
many of them haven’t 
served as local 
councillors. 

He added: “The Vale 
Council has been the top 
council for the last three 
years so it makes no 
sense to change what is 
already working.”

Estuary sediment 
assessed as safe 


NATURAL Resources Wales 
(NRW) has completed its 
assessment of the sample 
results of proposed dredged 
material from the Bristol 
Channel set for disposal in 
Welsh waters. 

Analysis of the samples by 
independent experts, against 
international guidelines, found the 
chemical and radiological results were 
within acceptable, safe limits. 

Following the results, NRW said it 


is satisfied there is no risk from the 
dredged material to people, the 
environment, or the wildlife that lives 
there. 

John Wheadon of NRW said: “The 
sediment from the dredge sites has 
been tested thoroughly by independent 
experts. 

“We are satisfied there is no risk to 
people or the environment and the 
material is safe for disposal.”

IT was supposed to 
be the war to end 
all wars. 

The First World left 
millions of people 
dead, and millions 
more wounded and 
scarred forever by the 
most dreadful conflict 
the world had yet seen. 

Hundreds of men 
from the area would 
never return home. 

This September the 
Royal British Legion is 
organising a Festival of 
Remembrance at Barry 
Memorial Hall to 
commemorate all those 
who served during the 
Great War. 

As part of this event 
a definitive Roll of 
Honour book is being 
compiled by local 


military historian Dr 
Jonathan Hicks. 

Dr Hicks said: “I 
have spent over a 
decade researching the 
local casualties from 
both world wars and 
have discovered 
hundreds of men who 
should be on the Roll 
of Honour. This is an 
opportunity to produce 
a definitive Barry Roll 
of Honour for the Great 
War and it will include 
men from all the 
services, including the 
Merchant Navy. 

“It will be a single 
copy book which will 
be used during the 
Drumhead Service that 
we are planning for 
September 22. 
Thereafter, it will be 


donated to the 
Memorial Hall for 
safekeeping and 
reference.” 

Despite his extensive 
research there are still a 
number of names on 
the Roll of Honour 
inside Barry Memorial 
Hall who cannot be 
traced. 

“The Roll has a 
number of errors and 
duplications on it too,

T his week 
marks World 
Autism 

Awareness Week. 

Autism is a lifelong, 
developmental disability 
that affects how a person 
communicates with - 
and relates to - other 
people. 

It occurs in varying 
levels of severity. Some 
autistic people also have 
learning disabilities 
and/or mental health 
issues, meaning people 
need different levels of 
support. 

There is no cure for 
autism. Autistic children 
become autistic adults. 

With the right sort of 
support, all can be 
helped to live a more 


fulfilling life of then- 
own choosing. 

Much can be achieved 
to make life less 
challenging with 
appropriate education 
and support. It is crucial 
that there are services in 
place to meet the needs 
of the 700,000 people on 
the autism spectrum in 
the UK today. 

Autism specific 
legislation already exists 
in England and Northern 
Ireland, but currently 
there is no such 
equivalent in Wales. 

The last time the 
Welsh Conservatives in 
the National Assembly 
tried to speak up for the 
autism community in 
October 2016, Welsh 
Labour voted against 
this proposed law. 

The good news is that 
Preseli AM, Paul Davies, 
won the members ballot 
and has proposed an 
Autism Bill for Wales. 

The Bill aims to 
ensure that the needs of 
Wales’ 34,000-strong 
autism community are 
enshrined into law. 

If successful, the Bill 
would mean health 
boards and councils 
would be legally 
required to specify what 
services they need to 
deliver, and would 
expand upon the Welsh 
Government's autism 
strategy. 

Many carers and 
autistic people say this 


strategy does not go far 
enough to provide the 
essential support that is 
often required. 

Paul Davies said: 

“The entire point of this 
legislation is to put the 
provision of autism 
services on a statutory 
footing and secure a 
measure of permanence 
and sustainability in care 
and support services for 
people with autism 
spectrum conditions.” 

In this Autism 
Awareness week, I 
would encourage 
everyone to learn more 
about the condition, 
wear onesies, bake cakes 
and raise funds for your 
local support group - or 
one of the fantastic 
national charities. 

I would also urge 
them to take part in the 
consultation, available 
online via the Welsh 
Assembly website or by 
following this link:

UHW could host Trauma 
unit’ for south Wales area 


HEALTH chiefs in Wales have 
recommended the 

establishment of a major 
trauma network which would 
include a centre at the 
University Hospital of Wales. 

‘Major trauma’ is defined as 
multiple, serious injuries that could 
result in disability or death. They 
might include serious head injuries, 
gunshot wounds or injuries caused by 
road traffic accidents. 

The chairs and chief executives of 
the seven Welsh health boards have 
recommended the idea of a network for 
south Wales, west Wales and south 


Powys to their organisations. 

The recommendations were 
generated by an independent panel of 
experts. 

The recommendations propose that: 
a trauma network is quickly 
established; children and adults should 
be treated at the same sites; a major 
trauma centre should be located at the 
University Hospital of Wales; 
Morriston Hospital should host a unit 
too, and a timetable should be set for 
establishing the network. 

The recommendations will be 
considered by health boards across the 
region at their board meetings held in 
public on March 29 and decisions are 
likely to be made.

THE piper’s lament 
as he led the 
funeral cortege to 
the Cardiff and 
Vale Crematorium 
became, 

appropriately for 
an old man of the 
sea, Sailing. 

Mourners, some 60 or 
so, gathered in a brisk 
wind and under a sunny 
sky, to pay their last 
respects to Leonard 
Fellows, late of the 
Merchant Navy,who 
died aged 82. 

Yet only a handful of 
the mourners - which 
was made up of HM 
Armed Forces veterans, 
representatives of Royal 
Navy Cadets, who 
executed a salute as the 
hearse came to a halt, 
and other members of 
the public - actually 
knew him. 

Most of those present 
that knew Len, as we 
were told he liked to be 
known, were people who 
helped and cared for him 
in the care home where 
he lived out his last 
days. 

Len’s family - he was 
the fourth and last child 
- comprised an elder 
sister who made 
Australia her home the 
1950s, and her family, 
and even today, it is a 
long, hard journey to 
make. 

Len, we were told, did 
not find a soulmate. Life 
for anyone in the Armed 


Forces or Merchant 
Navy means long 
periods away from 
home, and friends tend 
to be one’s shipmates, 
those from the same 
squadron or company. 

A life of service at sea 
and abroad is not 
conducive to 
relationships and it has 
its downside. 

In his later years, 
friends for Len were his 
books, and a crafty 
gasper. 

A piece of music by 
Enya (Watermark) and 
two hymns saw Len on 
his journey. 

It is remarkable how 
the lustiest of voices can 
crack during Abide With 
Me and Eternal Father 
Strong To Save - 
especially during the 
refrain ‘For those in 
peril on the sea’. 

We are a nation of 
seafarers; it’s in our 
blood. Evidence of this, 
if needed, is those in the 
audience - whether they 
have ever put to sea or 
not - that listen to 
Sailing By then The 
Shipping Forecast each 
day at 0048hrs (or at 
whatever time depending 
on where in the world 
they are) on Radio 4. 

Part of its odd, poetic 
comfort for those on 
land and far from peril is 
that we are not 
experiencing hurricane- 
force winds and 
phenomenal sea states. 

And of poetry, 
Tennyson’s Crossing the 


Bar, an elegy for those 
going into the 
‘boundless deep’, was 
read and rang true. 

Everyone had their 
own reason for 
attending, but ‘not 
wanting Len to be alone’ 
was said by many. 

And he was not alone. 

Strangers, who read a 
story in this paper, 
fleetingly became Len’s 
shipmates, each wishing 
him fair winds and 
following seas. 

Crossing the Bar: 

Sunset and evening star, 
And one clear call for 
me! 

And may there be no 
moaning of the bar, 

When I put out to sea. 


But such a tide as 
moving seems asleep. 
Too full for sound and 
foam. 

When that which drew 
from out the boundless 
deep 

Turns again home. 
Twilight and evening 
bell. 

And after that the dark! 
And may there be no 
sadness of farewell. 
When I embark; 

For tho'from out our

O NE of the 
more 
enjoyably 
bonkers 

blockbusters of the 
last few years was 
Guillermo Del 
Toro's Pacific Rim. 

A film about gigantic 
robots (Jaegers) battling 
gigantic creatures 
(Kaiju) who come from 
a portal under the sea 
shouldn't be anything 
less than fun and Del 
Toro's film certainly was 
that. 

Despite slightly iffy 
box office returns we're 
back for round two in 
Pacific Rim Uprising, 
with the directorial 
duties this time around 
falling to Steven S. 
DeKnight. 

Set years after the 
events of the first film, 
we catch up with Jake 
Pentecost (John 
Boyega), son of the 
inimitable Stacker, who 
gave his life to stop the 
Kaiju in the first film. 

Unlike his heroic 
father, Jake is a former 
Jaeger pilot who became 
disenfranchised and 
wastes his days. But 
when he is forced back 
into service, along with 
a teenager, Amara 


(Cailee Spaeny), he 
becomes embroiled with, 
Jake, his former friend 
Nate (Scott Eastwood) 
and his estranged sister 
Mako (Rinko Kikuchi) 
must saddle up and 
defend the world again 
from a whole new 
threat... 

It says much of 
Guillermo Del Toro's 
directorial skill that he 
could take something 
pretty lowbrow in the 
concept of robots vs 
monsters and give it a 
sense of scale and 
wonder that made for an 
entertaining, if dumb, 
popcorn film. 

It's a path that Steven 
S. DeKnight has 
followed with Pacific 
Rim Uprising, the only 
issue being that 
DeKnight's experience 
of show running series' 
such as Daredevil and 
directing episodes of TV 
shows results in a film 
that lacks the visual 
ambition and excitement 
that Del Toro brought to 
the table, and sadly feels 
like a dumb, cookie- 
cutter blockbuster film 
devoid of charm and 
style. 

It's a big job for a 
first-time film director to 
tackle, and it's one that

Transformers films and 
the Mighty Morphin 
Power Rangers TV 
series (neither 
comparison is a 
compliment). 

There's just a distinct 
lack of magic, it all feels 
hollow and lifeless, not 
helped by a plot that 
trudges its way through 
predictable beats with 
the central mystery 
answered early on, 
leaving you very little to 
hang your hat on. It also 
filches, without any real 
subtlety, elements from 
both Independence Day 
and its turgid sequel.

character has an arc and 
some stakes - the same 
can't be said for the 
other characters, the 
likes of Scott Eastwood, 
Burn Gorman, and Tian 
Jing all trying to wrestle 
with being given no 
depth whatsoever, while 
the characters that are 
given some semblance 
of backstory - Spaeny's 
Amara and the returning 
Charlie Day's Newt - are 
so irritating that you 
genuinely could not care 
less about them and 
what they do throughout 
the film.

especially in the second 
half, to move them 
further up the league 
taking them to fifth 
position, just outside the 
promotion places.

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Plenty to digest for Giggs as Wales 
fall short in bid for China Cup glory

Qualify For The World Cup' Cup, but 
that was far less snappier). 

It was also the first time new Wales 
manager Ryan Giggs had taken charge of 
the team, having stepped into the shoes 
of arguably Wales' most successful 
manager, Chris Coleman. Given that his 
appointment was met with mixed 
responses, this tournament allowed 
Giggs to start his work under the 
watchful glare of the hardy Wales away 
supporters who made the trip to Asia 
rather than a huge crowd in Cardiff. 

For Giggs and Wales this was a golden 
opportunity - for the players, the chance 
AO rid themselves of the hangover of the 


failure to reach Russia this summer, for 
Giggs the chance to set a marker and, 
maybe, bring Wales their first trophy 
since 1970 at international level (when 
they shared the Home Championship 
with Scotland and the then-current world 
champions England). 

His first squad yielded few surprises 
in terms of personnel, with the return of 
Gareth Bale an incredibly welcome one, 
and while four players were forced out 
through injury, there was still a nucleus 
of players more than capable of turning 
on the style. 

Opponents China may have qualified 
for the 2002 World Cup, but since then 
have only impressed in fits and starts, 
having won the FAFF East Asian Cup 
twice in 2005 and 2010. 

But results have improved under the 
stern eye of Italian Marcello Lippi, 
meaning that for Wales and Giggs a 
potential banana skin lay in wait in 
Nanning. 

Going with a similar formation to that 
of his predecessor, Giggs also gave starts 
to Harry Wilson and Declan John, and 
was given the perfect start when Bale 
marked his return with a goal just two 
minutes in. Bale's second (a goal that 
drew him level with Ian Rush's record of 
28) on 21 minutes gave Wales a more

than comfortable cushion, and Sam 
Yokes' delicate finish made it 3-0 on 38 
minutes. 

Birthday boy Harry Wilson's gorgeous 
strike on the stroke of half-time made it 
4-0 and all but ensured Wales' progress to 
Monday's final, while the second half 
saw Yokes grab his second, and Wales' 
fifth, and when Bale broke Rush's record 
with his hat-trick, making the score 6-0, 

Giggs took the opportunity to give 
some game time to Ben Woodbum, Tom 
Bradshaw, Chris Mepham, Tom Lockyer 
and Lee Evans as the game 
understandably petered out. 

A welcome first game for Giggs then, 
in what was, the circumstances, a 
professional and disciplined 
performance against less-than- 
auspicious opposition, setting them up 
for the trickier challenge of facing 
Uruguay on Monday, the south 
Americans having dispatched Czech 
Republic 2-0 in the other semi-final. 

The threat posed by Cavani, Suarez 
and CO would be far greater than that of 
China, but Giggs named an unchanged 
side for the final, no doubt mindful of 


playing a little deeper to hopefully 
nullify the attacking threat Uruguay 
posed. 

A reminder, if any were needed, was 
issued by Suarez with just two minutes 
on the clock as he hit the post, but Wales 
responded with a chance of their own 
through Yokes, before Cavani just 
missed out on connecting with a Suarez 
cross. 

Wales, though, looked comfortable in 
what was an entertaining game full of 
chances and could have gone in at half¬ 
time 1-0, Harry Wilson's free-kick being 
glanced towards goal by the head of 
Bale, only for Muslera to make the save. 

It was Uruguay who opened the 
scoring four minutes into the second 
half, as Wales' defence were caught flat 
footed by a ball over the top, and the 
cross across goal was steered into the net 
with ease by Cavani. 

Uruguay had further chances to stretch 
their lead as Wales looked sluggish, but 
were unable to and as the half wore on 
(with Connor Roberts and Billy Bodin 
picking up their first Welsh caps) Wales 
started to take the game more to 
Uruguay, knocking at the door but just 
lacking that last pass, that little bit of 
class. 

Eventually time ran out and the China 


Cup was Uruguay's - however, what was 
far more important was the positives to 
be taken from this trip by Wales. 

It not only allowed Ryan Giggs the 
chance to start his tenure in a competitive 
environment, but also allowed him 
assess faces old and new, with the new 
caps no doubt benefitting from exposure 
to the squad dynamic and game time, 
while players like Adam Matthews and 
Declan John, who have been in and 
around squads, looked good in the 
playing time they had (John in 
particular). 

Of course the Uruguay game exposed 
the flaws in the Welsh game - yet again 
we lacked a cutting edge when Bale was 
being marked out of the game, a lack of 
composure, and quality, at vital times 
letting us down, and defensively there 
are certainly questions to be asked. 

But these are problems that Giggs will 
have time to address and assess with a 
friendly against Mexico in the USA in 
May before the nitty gritty of the Nations 
League begins in September. 

The China Cup will have given all 
involved plenty to digest in readiness for 
higher-profile tests to come, but Giggs 
and Wales will have learned much. j
